width and ^ little more length, it 
would be sensible. 


"1 COQ i caii these extreme styles, 


with the bodice cut too low and the

Wo- 
men dress thai way not to attract 
men. but to get ahead of one another. 


"May 
be >ou'\e noticed that it's

ing was in New York while I was 
slaying at the National Art clubs.

The average "wo- 
man did not care anything about the 
vote. If she had she'd have got it 
long before she did. 


"1 don't believe in antagonizing the 


men. 
The league of women voters, in 


effect, says that if the men who make 
our laws will not make the kind of 
laws they want, they will 
throw 


stones at them, acting like children 
and call them names. 


"I am opposed to the Shepherd- 


Towner bill. It has paternalistic fea- 
tures which are bolshevistic and 
I 


think it is faulty in construction. It 
would create many jobs for women 
and give them powers they ma ynot 
be qualified to fill. 


"I don";; want any one to think that 


I'm not loyal to women. I'm ~a wo- 
man's woman but now it's a 50-50 
proposition v.-ith me. I was elected to 
represent both the women and men 
of Oklahoma."
